All Christians Must Face the 
Sin Problem 


There are a number of Scrip- 
tures with which we might start. 
One of them is I John 1:18: 

“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” 

Again in I John 2:1 the Scrip- 
ture says: i | 

“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous.” 

Christians still have the prob- 
lem of sin. The Bible makes it 
clear that when one is born again, 
converted, he still has the old 
nature. Do you have a new na- 
ture? Do you row'tove the things 
you once did not love? Do “you 
now love God? Do you now have 
assurance that your sins are for- 
given? Do you now have evidence 
that you are a new creation? If 
‘so, that is well and good; but do 
not fool yourself: you still have 
the old nature, too. That is the 
reason Paul said, “O wretched 
man that Iam! who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death?” 


(Rom. 7.24). He said, “When I 
would do good, evil is present 
with me” (Rom. 7:21). ‘Wheh I 
want to do right, it is hard.’ Ev- 
ery Christian hag as well face 
this matter of sin. Every Chris- 
tian still sins. 

If you think you do not sin, 
stop and consider the Bible defi- 
nitions of sin. 

The Scripture says, “Whatso- 
ever is not of faith is sin” (Rom. 
14:22). Any act you did while 
you had doubt about it was a sin. 

Again, the Bible makes it clear 
that even to cease to pray is sin. 
“Pray without ceasing” (I Thess. 
5:17). 

“Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin” (Jas. 4:17). Every 
time you ever left off a thing you 
knew you ought to do, you sin- 
ned., 

Then the Bible says, “The 
thought of foolishness is sin” 
(Prov. 24:9). None of us can say 
that we do not sin, and a Chris- 
tian needs to face honestly the 
sin question.

Jesus in the Gospel of Matthew 
said: 

Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? Hven 
go every good tree bringeth forth 
good fruit; but a corrupt. tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. A good 
tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is

j|one can get back the “things” lost 


hewn.down, and cast into the fire. 
Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them.’’—Matt. 7:16b-20. 


The context of this passage is 
about false teachers anq _ false 
prophets, but the verse could be 
applicable to gambling also. Gam- 
bling is a corrupt tree, as we 
have seen, and therefore it pro- 
duces corrupt fruit. It brings 
forth fruit that is not good. It 
needs to be cut down and cast in- 
to the fire.

If I had a ruler or gauge that 
could measure lost happiness, 
broken_lives, homes and hearts; 
or if I had some way to catch the 
tears of shame and disgrace and 
heartaches of mothers, fathers

What explains Paul’s attitude 
toward death? Why did he not 
fear that old monster? How 
coulé he look unblinkingly into 
the face of the cruel archenemy 
of humanity? Paul wasn’t tired of 
life. It wasn’t that Paul wanted 
to die. Death wasn’t Paul’s goal. 
He didn’t have a martyr complex, 
nor did he deliberately try to hurl 
himself into the jaws of death. It 
was simply that death didn’t mat- 
ter to Paul. He was ready when- 
ever an accounting might be de- 
manded. His books were kept to 
the day. His attitude he had al- 
ready expressed when he said, 
“But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish 


istry, which I have received of 
the Lord Jesus, to testify the gos- 
pel of the grace of God” (Acts 
20:24). 

No, Paul didn’t want to die. To 
some of us it seems harder to live 
for Jesus than it would be to die 
for Jesus. Paul was a gambler 
for God. He put his life into play 
a dozen: times, a hundred times, 


«wl yes, a thousand times for~ Jesus. 


Why? Because Paul knew God. 
Therefore, he could look death 
square in the face and never 
flinch. 3 

It is said that when Paul Rader 
was dying, a weeping company 
stood around the bed. Finally 
Paul summoned his waning 
strength, raised up and said, “Quit 
your crying. Who’s doing the 
dying here anyhow?” Both those 
Pauls knew that Christ’s victory

Let us get the picture. Paul was headed for Jerusalem, 
was warned that hostile Jews would fall upon him and bind 
him. Paul’s companions pleaded with him not fo go. “Then 
Paul answered, What mean ye to weep and to break mine 
heart? for I am ready not to be bound only, but also to die 


the Lord Jesus” (Acts 21:13). 


marched right down into the grave 
—and out again! 

1. Paul and His Saviour 

To understand the Apostle Paul’s 
attitude, we must dip into his 
earlier life. Remember he had 
Blood-stained hands. 

While unsaved he raged like a 
lion against the Church. The Bible 
Says, “He made havock of the 
church” (Acts 8:3). Paul himself 
said, “I persecuted this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering 
into prisons both men and women” 
(Acts 22:4). Again he said, “Many, 
of the saints did I shut up in 
prison, having received authority 
from the chief priests; and when 
they were put to death, I gave 


my-course with joy, and the mine}@e2¥olce against them” (Acts 


26:10). 

When a bit earlier God’s hero- 
preacher Stephen stood toe to toe 
with the gang who had crucified 
the Lord and preached the whole 
truth to them, it seems likely 
Paul was there. Finally Stephen 
said, “Ye stiffnecked ,and un- 
circumcised in heart and ears, ye 
do always resist the Holy Ghost.” 
Then he laid squarely on them the 
weight of their guilt as the “be- 
trayers and murderers” of the 


Lord Jesus. That was too much, 
They dragged him out of the city, 
grabbed great stones and beat 
him into a bloody death. And 
many another Christian’ went 
home to Heaven by the same 
route. There is no doubt about it, 
Paul had a heavy weight on his 
conscience when he finally found 
pardon in Christ Jesus. But let us 
not blame Paul. The Beginnings 
of sin are in us all. 

Come on now, don’t dodge. Let 
us admit that God’s Word puts 
the sin question straighter and 
better than all the modern educa- 
tionalists and psychologists with 
their highspun,. badly-bent 
theories. The Bible says it plain 
enough so a man can understand

vation by grace, who believe we 
are saved not because we work at 
it, not because we are baptized, 
or because we are confirmed, or 
because we are a member of a 
church—those of us who believe 
in salvation by grace, salvation 
by the blood of Christ, are likely 
to feel: “Well, because we are 
saved we dodge all the penalties 
of sin. Now that we are saved it 
does not matter; we can get by 
with sin.” There never was a 
bigger lie told by the Devil. And 
a boy or girl was never fooled by 
a bigger one. You still have to 
face your sins. And there are 
certain things which sin will do 
for a Christian. I want you to 
think about them for a little bit. 


Sin May Continue Its Curse 
on the Body After the Soul 
Is Saved 

First of all, sin always brings 
a curse on the body. That is just 
as true for a-Christian as it is 
for. anybody on the Devil’s side. 
Sin still brings a curse on your 
body. 

In the Garden of Eden the Lord 
said to Adam and Eve, “For in 
the day that thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die” (Gen. 2:17). 
So sin began there. They dis- 
obeyed God and_ death began 
there, death in the body—a curse 
on the body.. They began to die, 
and they did die spiritually. 

Again, in Romans 6:23 the 
Scripture says, ‘““‘The wages of sin 


is death.” It is still that way for 
a Christian. In your case you are 
born again. You will not have 


eternal death. You are not going 
to the lake of fire. It is not Hell 
for the born-again Christian. But 
you had just as well face the fact 
that there is still death in the 
body for a Christian. : 
_4 Was much concerned about a 
message Dr. Bob Jones recently 
gave in Chicago. He told about 
a man called “New Bill,” but who 
used to be called “Old Bill So- 
and So” until he was converted. 
He lived in Evansville, Indiana. 
After he was converted he always 
called himself “New Bill,” ang he 
gave wonderful testimonies and 
spoke for God. He spent his life 
after he was saved in winning 
souls. Dr. Bob Jones said that 
he went to see him on his death- 
bed. He still had just one eye. 
In a drunken fight he had an eye 
put out. After he was converted 
he still had only one eye. 

You can be saved, born again; 
out the result of sin goes on after 
you are saved. A man can be 
saved and yet his children may 
go to the Devil. You see, the re- 
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sult of sin goes on. God’s laws 
are not changed just because you 
are saved and kept out of Hell. 
It still is a dreadful thing to sin. 
And you will suffer for it.. There 
is a curse on the body. Don't 
ever think you are getting by with 
sin. 


Sin May Enslave the Will and 
Imagination of a Christian 
Not only is there a curse on 

the body; there is also a curse on 
the mind because of sin. A Chris- 
tian can become enslaved in sin 
as if he were not saved. You 
may say, “Well, I didn’t think a 
Christian would ever curse.’”’ Peter 
did. You may say, “I don’t think 
a Christian should ever lie.” He 
should not, but Peter did. He 
lied, cursed, swore, and denied 
the Saviour. You may say, “I 
don’t believe a Christian could get 
drunk.” Noah did. He was the only 
man of the whole human race who 
was good enough to escape the 
flood. But the first thing he did 
after he built an altar and had 
worship was to plant a vineyard 
and grow some grapes and then 
make some wine and then get 
drunk. Now that was a terrible 
thing. Don’t you ever think sin 
cannot enslave you! 


This week a heartbreaking let- 
ter came from a sixteen-year-old 
girl, a Christian girl, who had 
fallen into sin. She wrote to tell 
me of her sin and her grief and 
shame and trouble. Sin enslaves! 
It is sometimes just as hard 
for a Christian to quit tobacco as 
for anybody else to quit. If you 
deal with sin, it will get tied on. 
It will get sewed to you, nailed 
to you, glued to you until you can- 
not get away from it, particular- 
ly if you trifle with it. You see, 
sin still has a certain effect. You 
cannot sin and get by. 


Sin Takes Away the Chris- 
tian’s Peace and Joy _— 

Another thing sin does is to 
cause a Christian to lose his 
peace. Some of you young fel- 
lows may say, “I thought I was 
saved back yonder, but now I do 
not know whether I was or not. 
Because I am not sure, I suppose 
I was not.” The trouble is that 
you have not been living right. 
If you do not feel right, you. have 
not been doing right. Peace of 
heart, peace of conscience, assur- 
ance of salvation is usually depen- 
dent on the way you live. 

Peter, in one of his epistles, 
said that.certain Christian people 
had forgotten that they were 
purged from their old sins, had 
lost assurance of it. How many 
people there are who feel that 
they are lost after they have been 
saved, who lose their assurance, 
lose their joy! Sin does that. Oh, 
how sin kills Christian joy! 

There was a time when you 
were happy, when you enjoyed the 
Bible, but you do not any more. 
Sin has killed your Christian joy. 
There was a time when you en- 
joyed praying. Now you make 
yourself pray as a matter of duty, 
or perhaps even neglect it. Prayer 
is not easy. Do you know what 
is the matter? You have been in 
sin. You have neglected God, 
neglected the Bible. Sin has crept 
in. There is lukewarmness or 
something else that God hates. 
You have no assurance, no joy 
when you try to pray. God does 
not bless you in it. It is a terrible 
thing to lose the peace of God, to 
lose the joy of the Lord. 

Christian young people give up 
some things, that is, Christians 
who are worthwhile. There is 
nothing to a Christian who does 
not give up anything for God. I 
would not think anything of a 
football halfback or tackle who 
did not give up something to be 
a good football player. I did when 
I played college football. I would 
not think anything of anybody who 
set out to get an education but 
who did not expect it to cost some- 
thing in time, sweat, labor, study 
and self-denial. Things for which 
you do not give anything are not 
worth anything. And a Christian 
who sets out to live for God is 
going to have to give up some 
things. ‘ 

But I think it is a pitiful 
thing that you give up the out- 


ward pleasures of the world and 
yet do not have the joy of the 
Lord. Maybe you once went to 
picture shows. Once, perhaps, you 
thought there was no harm in 
dancing. If you are a good Chris- 
tian you certainly gave up pro- 
miscuous necking and petting. 
But is it true that a Christian is 
going to have to go all his days 
without any real joy? Isn’t ita 
pitiful thing for a Christian to 
give up some of these woridly 
things that cannot satisfy any- 
how and yet not have the joy of 
the Lord? It is a sad thing for 
a Christian not to be happy. 

Do you know why lots of lost 
people are never saved, do not 
want to be saved, do not see any 
reason why they should be saved, 
are not attracted to it? It is be- 
cause your Christianity is not the 
attractive kind. It does not make 
you joyful, it does not make you 
happy. Why should anybody else 
want it? I do not believe in the 
king of Christianity that cannot 
keep a song in your heart, a lilt 
in your voice and glory in your 
face which will make others say, 
“That girl surely is happy,” and, 
“That boy surely is happy; he 
seems to get along so well.” A 
Christian ought to have that joy, 
and you cannot have it when you 
cut the corners. You cannot do it 
when you sell out, even in what 
you may think is a little sin. You 
may say, “Everybody does it.” 
You may say, “Well, I don’t think 
it is so bad.” You may say, “Well, 
So and So said there was nof any 
harm in it.” But a Christian who 
goes on in sin willlose his joy and 
peace. 

Sin Shuts Out the Voice and 
Guidance of the Holy Spirit 

Another thing, sin will.cause a 
Christian to lose ‘the comfort, 
guidance, leadership, and the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit. You as a 
Christian have the Spirit of God 
living in your body. You will not 
lose Him. He will stay with you. 
He came in when you were, con- 
verted and He~is going to stay 
there and live in your body. But, 
listen, you may grieve Him 50 
He will not talk to you. You may 
grieve Him so He will not make 
His presence felt and known. You 
may grieve Him so that He will 
not have fellowship with you day 
by day. You may grieve Him 
until He will not reveal His Word 
to yeu. see 

I read the Bible and the blessed 
Spirit of God helps me understand 
it. I have written a few books 
and sometimes people say to me: 
“Brother Rice, what do you mean 
in your book on Prayer, page so 
and so?” Or sometimes they say, 
“Brother Rice, in your book, The 
Home: Courtship, Marriage and 
Children, you talk about wives 
obeying their husbands. What 
about this? In this case what 
should I do?” Sometimes people 
like for the author to explain a 
book. The blessed thing is that 


‘|the Bible Author, the Holy Spirit 


of God who had men write the 
Bible, who told men exactly what 
to say, ‘vho put the very words 
in their hearts and mouths as they 
wrote them down, can best ex- 
plain to us the Bible. Isn’t it 
wonderful when the Holy Spirit 
who wrote a passage tells us just 
what He meant by it? You can 
have the help of the Spirit in un- 
derstanding the Bible. 

To some of you the Bible is not 
a living Book. It is dead. Some 
of you read your chapter, or just 
a few verses, as a matter of re- 
ligion, or as a matter of duty. 
You do not deilght in the Bible. 
It is not sweet to you. You do 
not hunger for it as you do for 
food. You do not want it as you 
do the company and fellowship of 
good friends. You ought to. The 
Bible is ‘sweeter than honey and 
the honeycomb,’ says the Bible in 
Psalm 19:10. ‘“‘Seven times a day 
do I praise thee because of thy 
righteous judgments,” says the 
Psalmist (Psa.- 119:164). “Thy 
law is my delight,” he said again 
(Psa. 119:174). A Christian ought 
to enjoy the Bible. But you can- 
not unless the Holy Spirit helps 
you. Well, why doesn’t He? Be- 
cause you have grieved Him by 
your sin. '. 

How many of you are saying to- 
day, “I wish I knew what to do, 
what course to take. I wish I 
knew what job to take this sum- 
mer. I wish I knew what my 


life’s. work is to be. Shall I be

Someone says, “But gambling 
is taxed and the revenue from 
gambling geos for lots of things 
that are good in the states where 
gambling is carried on.”

I took the trouble to look 
up some facts and found on one 
item like gasoline tax that in the 
states where gambling is conduct- 
ed people pay higher’ gasoline 
taxes than in non-gambling 
States.

in his sight” (I John 3:22). Many 
times you cannot pray with any 
confidence. What is wrong with 
your prayer life? - Primarily it is 
a bad conscience. Primarily itéis 
that you feel so unworthy when 
you get down to pray. You do 
not feel any boldness in prayer. 
If you waited on God, cleaned 
house, turned® your back on sin, 
made things right with -people and 
with God, then you could say, “O 


.God there is nothing between my 


soul and the Saviour, naught of this 
world’s delusive dream.” If you 
could say, “I know I am doing 
what He wants me to do; I would 
die for Him, would cut off every 
friend who is in the way; cut off 
my love for pleasure or anything 
else in the world; I would turn my 
back on it. God knows I want 
just to please Him alone”—then 


how bold you could be in prayer! 


But when you have a troubled 
conscience, isn’t it bad? 

If you will listen, then the 

Spirit of God will tell you what 
is wrong. That is the reason Je- 
gus said in Matthew 5:23, 24, 
“Therefore if thou bring thy -gift 
to the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath 
aught against thee; Leave there 
thy gift at the altar, and go thy 
way; first be reconcileg to thy 
brother, and then come and offer 
thy gift.” 
- When you go to pray, the Spirit 
of God will remind you where you 
have failed God. If God is accus- 
ing you, if the Spirit of God is 
pointing His mnget in your face 
and saying, “You do not mean 
business, you have not done right, 
you are not serving God with all 
your heart, you have things you 
ought to give up, you have neg- 
lected your duty,” then you do 
not have any boldness in praying, 
and you do not get your prayers 
answered. : 

That is the reason the Saviour 
gays in John 15:7: “If ye abide 
in me [live in me, are wrapped up 
in Me, absorbed in Me], and 
my words abide in you [if 
you keep My commandments], ye 


shall ask what ye will and it shall | 


be done unto you.” Christians 
cannot get-their prayers answered 
and go on in sin. Christians can- 
not get their prayers answered 
and go on ignoring God. I will 
tell you what is the matter. It is 
not that it is so hard to pray. It 
ia hard for people to mean busi- 
ness and give themselves over to 
it; I say, sin will block your 
prayers so God cannot hear you. 


How many times the Bible says 
that! Isn’t that what it says in 
Isaiah 59:1, 2: “Behold, the Lord’s 
hand is not-shortened that it can- 


‘not save; neither is His ear heavy, 


that it cannot hear: But your ini- 
quities have separated between 
you and your God.” What is 
there between you and God? 
Your sins! Why does not God 
anawer your prayers? It is be- 
cause of your sins. Why doesn’t 
God seem to hear?

vival, Limit God 

What does sin in the Christian 
do? It makes it so Gog cannot 
Show His power. Our lovéd ones 
go to Hell. The. Lord’s blessing 
fades away, the assurance fades 
away, there is not any revival and 
sec souls go to Hell. Many a 
Christian has blood on his hands. 
There is somebody in Hell now, 
maybe, who would have been 
saved if you had lived so your 
prayers could have been answered, 
if you had lived so that God could 
have sent a revival, if you had 
lived so the Spirit of God could 
have come in power. You see, 
God is ‘limited .by the lives of 
You continue in sin— 
known sin, sin with an alibi, sin

Daniel ang read where Daniel 
said, “O Lord, the great and 
dreadful God...” Do you realize 
that God is terrible? Do you 
realize that God is dreadful? Re- 
member that the Bible says, “It 
is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God” (Heb. 
10:31). Are you afraid of God? 

I am sorry that we do not have 
more preaching on sin. We do 
not have much punishment for 
sin. In a Christian Academy like 
this everybody gripes. Everybody 
raises.cain if there are strict rules. 
And if people are expected to act 
like Christians, they fuss about 
that. We do not, these days, have 
much sharp Bible teaching and 
preaching on sin. But we should 
have. God is a dreadful Gog be- 
cause God is going to punish sin. 

God punished sin when it was 
in David. God punished sin when 
it was in Lot. God punished sin 
when it was in Peter. God pun- 
ishes sin if it is in preachers and 
missionaries. You cannot get by 
with sin!

illegal gambling in various forms, 
with a tax of three cents per 
(And it is not any far- 


in Ulinois as compared with any 
place in Missouri.) To our south 
is Arkansas, with legal horse rac- 
ing (an even closer gasoline sup- 
ply); yet BPasoline has a tax of 
six cents or three times that of 
Missouri. (Taxes from gambling 
do not reduce other taxes in the 
State.) 


Look at Texas, with no racing 
and a gas tax of four cents, and 
compare it with Louisiana, with 
legal racing and a seven cent tax. 
Or look at Kentucky with a five 
cent tax and Missouri to the 
north with two cents. These facts 
are up-to-the-minute “Automobile 
Association of America” figures 
from the June, 1947, report. Gam- 
bling does not lighten the tax 
burden but makes it heavier. 

A year or two before Pearl Har- 
bor, congressmen began to inquire 
around to see if the American peo- 
ple wanted a national lottery to 
pay the national debt. FORTUNE 
MAGAZINE conducted a survey 
in October, 1935. The question 
which FORTUNE asked was: this: 
“Do you think that lotteries simi- 
lar to the Irish Hospitals Sweep- 
stakes and conducted only for 


charity for taxation” should be al-}- 


lowed in this country?" The an- 
swer was “yes,” 55.3 per cent; 
“no,” 32.5 per cent—and 12.2 did 
not know. How can we. sing,

of the people favoring gambling, 
and 12.2% undecided? With such 
a blight on America, God cannot 
give His best blessings! Con- 
gressman Kenney of New Jersey 
introduced a bill in the House 
sponsoring the idea of a national, 
lottery; but before it could be 
sol& to the, people and Congress 
the war came and it was dropped. 
It will probably be revived 
though, and we should let our 
voices be heard against it.

tt without a dictionary, “There 
is none righteous, no not one... 
For all have sinned, and come 
short of. the glory of God” (Rom. 
$:10, 23). Sin, much or little, is 
deadly. It is poison. It kills. And 
one drop will kill as surely as an 
ocean full. The Bible says, “When 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin, when it is fin- 
ished, bringeth forth death” 
(James 1:15). The end of sin is 
always death. Pay day is coming. 
Sinner, your pay off may delay, 
but it will come. “The wages of 
gin is death” (Rom. 6:23). 

Do you know the incident con- 
mected with the painting of Leo- 
mardo da Vinci’s great master- 
piece, “The Last Supper’? Long, 
and in vain Da Vinci had sought 
for a model for his Christ. Said 
he, “I must find a young man of 
pure life, if I am to get that look 
on the face I want.” Finally, he 
discovered a young man who sang: 
in the choir of one of the churches 
in Rome, Pietro Bandinelli . by 
name. His face was not only hand- 
some, but his- life was clean and 
bright. The moment he looked 
upon that face, he cried, “At last, 
I have found the face I wanted!” 
So Pietro Bandinelli sat as model 
for his picture of Christ. 

Years went by, but the great 
painting, “The Last Supper,’ was 
mot finished. The eleven apostles 
had been sketched on the canvas, 
but the artist still was hunting 
for a model for Judas. He said,. “I 
must find a man whose face sin 
has hardened and distorted, a de- 
based man, his features stamped 
with the ravages only wicked liv- 
ing heart will show.” 

He searched long without suc- 
eess, until one day in the street 
he came upon a wretched creature, 
a ragged beggar with a face so 
sard and villainous that even the 
artist was repulsed. But he knew 
that at last he had found his 
Judas. And so it was arranged. 
After the work was done, and the 
beggar and leaving Da Vinci said, 
“I have not yet asked your name, 
but I want to know.” 

“Pietro Bandinelli,” said the 
man with an unflinching stare. “I 
also sat for you as a model for 
your Christ.” 

Incredulous and overwhelmed. by 
@uch a startling word, the artist 
would not at first believe it, but 
there was the proof. He finally 
was forced to admit that Pietro 
Bandinelli, whose noble, pure face 
had supplied the inspiration for 
his great masterpiece, the face of 
Jesus, had now been so marred 
and marked by the horror of sin 
that no trace was left of that 
wonderous beauty which a few 
years before had compelled. the ad- 
miration of men. | 

You many say, “That would 
mever happen to me.” You may 
think you are smart enough to 
cover your tracks and keep to 
yourself the sin to which your 
heart is party. But the Bible says, 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” 

A cemetery just outside London 
was damaged by a heavy storm. 
The rushing water passing through 
a ravine caused a grave to cave in. 
Afterwards the sexton, investi- 
gating the damage, found a skull 
in the ravine. As he picked it up 
it rattled as though some object 
were inside. Taking it to his house,

atnined the skull. Holding i to

the light, he found a_ strange 
thing, a nail inside it, a nail with- 
out a head. Closer examination re- 
vealed a little hole through the 
temple, just the size of the nail. 
Placing the nail in the tiny hole, 
he found it fit exactly. Then the 
sexton looked up the records and 
found the name of the man who 
had been buried there. : 

Taking the skull to the office of 
the Chief of Police, he said, “‘Chief, 
the storm washed this out of a 
grave. You might be interested in 
looking up the story of this case.” 
It was found that the gentleman 
had died suddenly one night. The 
doctors had pronounced it apo- 
plexy. Soon afterward the -widow 
married a very wealthy man in the 
same city. “This looks interesting,” 
said the chief, “I think we should 
investigate it.” 

He placed the skull on the desk, 
with the nail half projecting from 
the temple. The desk was situated 
so that the skull would be seen by 
any person entering the office. A 
policeman was sent to bring the 
lady. The chief met her in the 
outer office. “I just want to talk 
with you a little about the death 
of your husband. Our records are 
not/ clear as to the cause of his 
death. Could you tell me?” 


“Yes,” she said, “it was apo- 
plexy.” 
“Well, come in. I would like 


to talk to you about it, if I may.” 
He opened the door and the lady 
started to enter. When she saw 
the skull with the nail protruding, 
she fell in a faint. Three weeks 
later they hanged her, though 
twenty-five years had passed since 
her husband’s death. Even human 
justice is not always defeated, and 
God’s justice, never. “Be sure your 
sins will find you out!”

It is often that way. You see 
some blackhearted rescal living all- 
out for the Devil and you say, 
“There’s no hope for him.”

How many a 
man on the downgrade has heard 
God’s “about face,” stopped, and

track! That is the glory of the

this, that the neeq never justifies 
the means. Sin can never pay 
for its own ruin. For instance, 
the state of Massachusetts receiv- 
ed $13,000,000 a year as income 
from liquor licenses and revenue; 
yet drunkenness, with its result- 
ant crimes, mental and, physical 
iliness, and the publi¢ support of 
its victims cost Massachuetts 
$61,000,000.” Gambling leads: to 


greater burdens and more and 
greater sins. 
Gambling is prevalent in the 


state of Nevada, because it is the 
only state today with wide open 
gambling. To show how gam- 
bling does not benefit, but is a 
curse that leads to other sins, 
look at the Névada divorce mill. 
Reno and Las Vegas, the two 
largest and most important cities 
of the state, run a race for the 
most divorces. Reno led Las 
Vegas last year with 7,076 di- 
vorces compared with 2,944 in Las 
Vegas. Gambling is thus the na- 
tural companion of other sins and 
greater sins. Gambling devices 
in Nevada are found everywhere; 
in drug stores, restaurants, rail- 
way stations, and  delicatessens. 
Gambling devices run the list from 
slot machines in places of busi- 
ness to the exclusive clubs where 
faro, roulette and poker are 
played. 

Up until a few years ago Nevada 
did not benefit by taxes from 
gambling. As late as 1931 Ne- 
vada had a hard time paying_ her 
school teachers and the secretary 
of state made only $3,600 for a 
year. At. one time one of the 
state senators of Nevada was a 
proprietor of a gambling house. 

Along with gambling goes pros- 
titution, drinking, murder and 
huntireds of other crimes. 


Many. people who play games 
for “small stakes’ are starting 
the gambling habit. Sin is alive 
and it grows. A-“‘little”’ tempta- 
tion yielded to, leads to a greater. 
James said, “But every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away 
of his own lusts, and_= enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived it 
bringeth forth sin: and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth 
death” (James 1:14, 15). The 
gambling temptation, in any form 
or amount, yielded to is “lust con- 
ceived” which “bringeth forth sin, 
and when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death.” Sin produces more 
sin. Sin is alive, and alittle 
grows to more and finally ends 
in death. Do not plant the seed 
or you must reap harvest! 


The “fever” gets a hold on peo- 
ple and they gamble away their 
pay checks and even steal to gam- 
ble more. The fever of gambling 
is felt in goog times and bad. 
Joseph Henry Jackson, writing in 
GOOD HOUSEKEEPING May, 
1945, said that right through the 
depression years the people of 
the United States spent a billion 
dollars a year on foreign sweep- 
stakes, lotteries and other forms 
of gambling. 

Fruit of Gambling: Broken 
Homes, Loss of Job, Prison 

and Suicide 

Gambling is evil fruit because 
it leads to divorce’ and broken 
homes. It leads to loss of posi- 
tion. It leads to crime, suicide 
and dishonor. To show where 


‘gambling leads take the case of 


the man who made ‘the headlines 
recently. 

Philip Harkins, writing on 
“Gambling Is a Disease” in THIS 
WEEK relates the tragic story of 
the gambler who said: 

“IT started with a small stake. 
I didn’t know the difference be- 
tween a fetlock and a wither but 
I got a big kick out of gambling 
on horses—a thrill hard to de- 
scribe. 

“Once I started gambling, I 
couldn’t seem to stop. The small 
stake went down the drain. But 
I was the manager of a small 
bank in Massachusetts—I simply 
“borrowed” more. 

“Td take the money home in 
thick packets, hide it under the 
front. seat of my car. At the 


track, I used the car as a mobile} 


bank. If I took a heavy loss in 
one race, I'd go back to the car 
and get some more money— 
‘fresh scratch,’ gamblers call it. 

“Tt wasn’t long before I was 
betting only in the $50 and $100 


windows—the windows. the big- 
more} 


shot gamblers use. The

money I bet, the bigger thrill I 
seemed to get. 


“In one race*I bet $5,000 on a 
horse called Reborn. The horse 
won but was disqualified for 
bumping. That didn’t discourage 


went to my car, got some ‘fresh 
scratch’ ang bet $7,000 on an- 
other horse. I lost again. 


“There wasn’t any money un- 
der the front when I drove 
home that day. But I didn’t want 
to stop. To tell the ‘truth, Il 
couldn’t stop. 


“At first the men at the bet- 
ting windows were friendly. But 
somehow, word got around that 
I was a bank manager. The men 
at the windows started holding 
out on me. If I.won $1,000 they’d 
give me $800 and dare me to re- 
port them. They‘d laugh at me, 
taunt me. But I had to take it. 
I was $80,000 in the hole by that 
time. And besides, I was still 
getting a big thrill out of gam- 
bling. 

“In .December of ’47, I decided 
to take a few weeks’ vacation. 
My wife and I left our two chil- 
dren with her family. First- we 
drove to Boston to a_ Bankers’ 
Convention; then we headed south. 
We got as far as Charleston, West 
Virginia, and I found a race track. 
I couldn’t resist it... 


state police were waiting. Dur- 
ing my absence, an auditor had 
checked the books. 

“I talked it over with my wife 
and decided to throw the police 
off the track for a few days so 
the kids could enjoy their Christ- 
mas holidays. When the holidays 
were over, I confessed.” 

This man is now serving six to 
nine years in prison for embezzle- 
ment.

When he arrived 
at work yesterday he sudden- 
ly felt lucky.” He bet $5,250.- 
50 on the eight races. But 
unfortunately his luck was all 
a state gf mind. Not a single 
one of the horses came 
through. And even more un- 
fortunately for Morrison, the 
money wasn't his. When 
track officials discovered the 
money was missing from the 
receipts, they notified the po- 
lice, who arrested Morrison, 
who turned over a handful of 
worthless $50 tickets. ‘I don’t 
know why I did it,’ he said, 
* ‘except I just felt lucky.’ ”’ 


The newspapers and court rec- 
ords are filled with tragedies like 
these just quoted. Hardly a week 
passes without a glaring headline 
em- 
ployee embezzling money to pay 
gambling debts or using his firm’s 
money to gamble. Gambling is 
a sin because of where it ends. 
It ends in crime, and many times 
it ends in a respected citizen com- 
mitting suicide when his crime is 
discovered. The end of gambling 
is ¢tragedy, crime, disgrace for 
self, and disgrace for a lovely 
wife and little children.

“Tt freezes the very milk of hu- 
man kindness. It kills all feeling 
for the spiritual. Christians, you 
cannot afford to indulge in this 


game. Your influence will be 
soiled. Sunday School teachers, 
preachers, and parents, for the 


sake of Christ’s cause and for the 
sake of souls, separate your- 
selves from this and every other 
present-day evil.” 


Gambling is evil fruit because 
it is wholly parasitic. Gambling 
has no good points. It takes from 
others, lives from others, does not 
contribute anything’ good.

Must Christians Support Jewish Missions? 
By the Editor . 


Two Scriptures are sdfimetimes 
used by these advocates of Jewish 
missions to teach that Christians 
ought always to put Jewish mis- 
sions first. Howeyer, they mis- 
interpret the Scripture. Romans 
1:16 says, “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to. the Greek.” 
Now to take the phrase, “to the 
Jew first,” out of this verse and 
say that all Christians are com- 
manded to get the gospel to the 
Jews first is certainly a perver- 
sion of Scripture. The gospel is 
the power of salvation, Paul says. 
The gospel came to the Jews first 
and its power was manifested, 
and then it came to Greek world, 
that is, Paul himself went from 
Asia Minor into Greece and began 
at Philippi. Now Paul hopes to go 
to Rome and preach the gospel 
there ‘also. Chronologically, ‘ the 
gospel was preached to the Jew 
first. Romans 1:16 tells us the 
order in which the gospel was 
preached by the apostles, and that 
the same gospel is the power of 
God unto salvation to all who be- 
lieve. It certainly gives no com- 
mand that Christians should  al- 


ways preach the gospel to Jews 
first. 


Again, Acts 1:8 is claimed to 
teach that Christians should take 


tiles. That verse says: “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
daea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.’ 
$ |The disciples to whom Jesus«was 
speaking were to begin preaching 
there in the city of Jerusalem. 
They were to tarry there until 
endued with power from on high 
and then immediately begin 
preaching and winning souls. In- 
stead of teaching that we should 
go and get the gospel to Jews 
first, that Scripture. actually 
teaches that Christians should be 
filled with the Holy Spirit and be- 
gin where they are to win souls 
and then help in every way pos- 
sible to spread the gospel over the 
whole world.

That would be the best way 
to get the gospel started in Paul's 


case. Then he preached to Gentiles 


just as quickly as he could get 
some of them together to hear the 
gospel, and often left the.Jews 
entirely when they would not hear. 


Should Christians give money to 
support, Jewish mission? Yes, if 
they are convinced that this way 
will get more people saved and 
honor the Lord more than if all 
the money were spent otherwise. 
But if the same money will win 
more souls elsewhere, then we may 
be sure that it will please God 
better used elsewhere. Our soul 
winning ought not to be controlled 
by racial pride nor national pride. 
Jews are very dear to God and 
dear to me. Many of them have 
been saved in my revival cam- 
paigns. But we ought to consider 
Jews as lost sinners and Catholics 
as lost sinners and colored. peo- 
ple as lost sinners, and thus we 
ought to simply try to reach every- 
body possible with the gospel.
